SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last week I visited with my mother after she 
has seen the movie "The Passion of the Christ" 
and she replied, that it had affirmed her faith in 
every thing she has been taught and has come to 
believe about Christ and the Church. I was 
struck my mother's answer because it was very 
similar to mine own experience of seeing the 
movie. She said I know the story! 

I am again thankful for the way that my 
Mother Jo Ann and my Father Frank raised me 
to know and to belief in the story of the Christ. 
The celebration of the Mass, the Eucharist, and 
the Liturgy was always a must for the 
McCormick's household on Sunday's mornings, 
usually followed by a big Sunday meal in early 
afternoon with roast beef and all the trimmings. 
Sunday was truly the Lord's Day. 

I remember during the season of Lent how 
important daily Mass was for us and the 
Stations of the Cross on Friday evenings, again 
reinforcing the importance of knowing and 
learning the story of the Christ. The story of the 
Christ is really summed up in what we call the 
Paschal Mystery, the life, death and resurrection 
of Christ. Each time we celebrate the Eucharist 
we encounter the fullness of the paschal mystery 

As I thought about this, I thought about Holy 
week, beginning with Palm Sunday, Holy 
Thursday, Good Friday and the Great Easter 
Vigil. These days for us help to understand 
more fully the story of the Christ with in our 
midst. These days help us to affirm our faith 
once again in the faith that we have been taught 
and have come to know and to believe about 


I want to put a plug in now for Holy week, 
mark your calendars, blot out the time, and 
schedule a date with Christ and the story of his 
passion. It seems to me if we only make it to 
part of Holy week and the totality of it, we get a 
glimpse of just part of the story. Like the young 
person from Wednesday Youth Formation said 
to me after seeing the movie "The Passion", "If I 
didn't know the story, I would be lost, I would 
not get the meaning, it would be weird and 
wouldn't' make sense." 

Holy week offers us the opportunity once 
again, to be touched by the whole story, simply 
not hits and pieces of it. It is hard to celebrate 
Palm Sunday and then miss Holy Thursday, or 
to celebrate Good Friday, first without 
experiencing of having our feet washed and 
called to that of servant of all.

Scripture 

• "Why did you ever make us leave 
Egypt? Was it just to have us die here 
of thirst with our children and our 
livestock?" (Exodus 17:3) 

• And hope does not disappoint, 
because the love of God has been 
poured out into our hearts through the 
Holy Spirit who has been given to us. 
(Romans 5:5) 

• Only with difficulty does one die for 
a just person, though perhaps for a 
good person one might even find 
courage to die. But God proves his 
love for us in that while we were still 
sinners Christ died for us. (Romans 
5:7) 

• "Everyone who drinks this water will 
be thirsty again; but whoever drinks 
the water I shall give will never 
thirst; the water I shall give will 
become in him 

a spring of water welling up to eternal 
life." (John 4) 


Reflection 

• Where is your Egypt? What is your 
thirst that cannot be quenched? 

• Will your hope for salvation in a 
physical thing or place be 
disappointed? Is it possible for hope 
in God to be denied? What is your 
deepest hope in God? 

• Compare dying of thirst in the desert 
with the image of miraculous water 
welling up within you or with the 
water that quenches all thirsts. 

• Now consider dying for the other 
instead of dying for thirst and the one 
who dies for you. 

Only very late do we learn the price of the risk 
of believing, because only very late do we face 
up to the idea of death. This is what is difficult: 
believing truly means dying. Dying to 
everything: to our reasoning, to our plans, to our 
past, to our childhood dreams, to our attachment 
to earth, and sometimes even to sunlight, as at 
the moment of our physical death. (Carlo 
Carreto, The God Who Comes.) 

And even if I can achieve inner peace for a 
moment, I still have a deep sense of my 
inadequacy and wretchedness and I have to 
admit my incapacity to make my love greater. 
My awareness of not being able to make an act 
of perfect love keeps returning to my mind. ... 
There are moments when God makes us feel the 
extreme limits of our powerlessness; then, and 
only then, do we understand our nothingness 
right down to its depths.
